PANIC TAKES OVER 

Nervous residents across the East End called 
police to report uniformed figures performing 
maneuvers on a local bay beach. Made uneasy 
by hazy rumors of takeover plots circulating 
recently, including high-profile warnings of an 
impending takeover of New York State by the 
state of Texas, the callers were concerned that 
the activities they were witnessing were the 
beginnings of the establishment of a totalitarian 
state under the control of Texas. “The callers 
we spoke with were terrified,” noted police 
spokesman Larry Hirsch. “One woman said 
that she had seen a group of officers marching 
past wearing 10-gallon hats and cowboy boots.

“They probably think it’s just 
a game, but that little song they sing makes light 
of a dreaded disease that killed off over half the 
population of Europe in the 1300s,” pointed out 
Decker.

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Weather on Course 


A Plan to Have a Six-Month Summer Season Is Underway 


BY DAN RATTINER 


t the beginning of March, I formulated a 

plan for how we might have the longest 
and most wonderful summer season in the 
history of the Hamptons. 

It all hinged on the fact that we had just come 
through the most miserable winter imaginable. 
All together, we had over five feet of snow. 
We also had, in February, the lowest average 
temperature in the history of weather records- 
keeping in Bridgehampton. Normal for February 
is 33 degrees. This past February it was 19 
degrees. I don’t have to tell you. Brrrrr. 

For my plan, everything had to hinge on that 

dramatic report from February. At the end of 
the year, everything averages out, of course. 
And so, with February down 14 degrees, | 
figured that we had at least 14 degrees to make 
up over the remaining 10 months to bring us 
back up to even. The key would be when to 
have them. 
_ In our usual year, we have spring weather 
in May and June, then the swimming and 
sunbathing weather in July and August, and 
then autumn weather again in September 
and October. 

What if we could arrange to make up those 
14 degrees by sprinkling them into May, June, 


September and October? We’d have a six-month 
summer. We’d have temperatures in the 70s 
every night and temperatures in the 80s during 
the day. And we could truly boast of a six- 
month summer. Among other things, this would 
completely take our towns and villages by 
surprise as far as beach parking goes. At the 
present time, we only enforce rules for parking 
during the high season. We’d have crowds of 
happy people before that and after that down at 
the beach. And the parking would be free. 
Specifically, what I ordered up was 4 degrees 
above normal in May, 4 degrees above normal in 


. June, and 4 degrees above normal in September 


and then again in October. 

And it’s happening. 

] just got off the phone with NOAA, which 
keeps score of the weather in these parts. 
In March and April, I didn’t want any above 
average weather. In March and April we went 
further down into the negative, 7 degrees below 
normal in March and 1.4 degrees below normal 
in April. Add it all together, the amount to be 
made up is now 22.4 degrees. So we need 5 
degrees above normal in the spring and fall 
instead of 4. I have the numbers for the first ten 
days of May. We’ve had the warm temperatures 
I had hoped for. The average temperature 
historically in May for the first ten days is 55.3. 


So far, we’re averaging 58.6. 

The trees and flowers here are going nuts. 
They are trying mightily now to bloom after 
having buttoned themselves up tight all winter, 
and now you can hear them, buzzing and 
creaking and occasionally popping as buds 
open, and we were in full bloom bloom on 
Memorial Day weekend as were supposed to. 

Six-month summer, here we come. And if you 
tally it all up at the end of the year, it will have 
been just an average ho-hum year. A wide swing 
to cold in February, and 5 degrees too warm in 
May, June, September and Ocober to make it 
all up.

Visit Cuba This Year Before It Becomes Like Everywhere Else

hen things get slow in the wintertime at 

Dan’s Papers, I head off, as most locals 
do, to other places to either play tourist and lie 
on the beach or enjoy some sort of adventure 
to add a little spice in my life. I stayed one 
winter at a fishing village on the Canary Islands. 
I was at the Berlin Wall for New Year’s Eve 
when the locals celebrated having brought it 
down and bringing East and West together. | 
spent a winter in Moscow in the 1980s during 
the Soviet era. I’ve been going on these sorts 
of adventures for 50 years now. And I’ve seen 
much of the world this way. Last year it was 
Ireland and Northern Ireland. 

One of the most remarkable trips I took was 
to Havana in 2000. It was illegal to go to Cuba 
then because the United States had embargoed 
trade with Cuba 40 years earlier, but there 
were two ways to go anyway. One was as part 
of a “cultural” exchange mission. The other 
was to fly to Mexico City and then enter Cuba 
from there. Mexico let you fly out. The Cubans 
weren’t crazy about anybody with an American 
passport coming in, but they let you in anyway 
from Mexico. I went that year to Cuba with a 
cultural group, as press, just a 60-minute flight 


from Miami into a totally other world. Custom 
agents at Havana Airport treated us roughly, 
but in the end, with a clear attitude of disgust, 
after deliberately banging suitcases and bags 
around, they let us in. 

For those not familiar with what had happened 
AO years earlier, I will tell you about it briefly. In 
1959, Cuba’s heroic rebels came down from the 
mountains and wrested away the government 
of that country from a brutal dictator. This 
dictator had been America’s friend for a long 
time. He was corrupt and vicious, but he saw to 
it that the rich got richer and the poor stayed 
poor. After the overthrow, Fidel Castro arrested, 
lined up and shot many of the former regime 
members, much of it documented on film. Most 
of the rich fled to Miami after this. A year later, 
Castro became friends with America’s bitterest 
enemy, the Soviet Union. As a result, America 
embargoed all trade to Cuba, and this embargo 
remained in effect until just three weeks ago. 
That’s a 55-year long embargo. 

Anyway, at the airport, | figured, maybe we 
should turn around and go home. But we didn’t. 
And I am so glad we didn’t. 

We took a taxi, a 43-year-old 1957 Chevy, to 
Havana and the hotel where we would stay, 
the Hotel Sevilla in the center of that city. What 


a city. It is like no other. Imagine a beautiful 
European city of 2 million people largely built 
during the eighteenth, nineteenth and early 
twentieth centuries, with cathedrals, markets, 
plazas, parks, Spanish forts, boulevards, 
pensions and grand hotels, after which, in 1959, 
time stopped. Everything in 2000 was just as 
it was 40 years earlier but in shambles. It had 
never been cleaned or repainted or repaired 
and it was just rusting away, walls peeling, 
windows broken and held together, shutters 
and doors hanging at crazy angles. Also, there 
were few cars on the road, and those that were 
there were half a century old. About the only 
thing still as it had been was the great seawall 
along the boulevard in the center of town 
against which the ocean crashed. America was 
just 90 miles away. 

We drove through the suburbs of Havana, 
where the rich once lived in very fancy mansions 
with swimming pools and servants. Those 
buildings are still there. But in each as many as 
a dozen families lived. This is communism, after 
all. The wash hung on clotheslines attached 
to the fancy Greek columns that sheltered the 
front door entrance. The kids played soccer on 
the worn out lawn. 


Then, into town, a (Cont’d on next page)

surprise. The people were NOT downtrodden. 
People were everywhere on the streets and 
there was lots of music. A man strode along 
carrying a 4-year-old on his shoulders, two 
15-year olds were jockeying a small hand 
wagon along the sidewalk with an old TV on 
it. Standing alone in a doorway was a woman 
in full white bridal regalia. Men sat at a table 
on the sidewalk playing checkers. 

We checked in at the hotel. The Hotel 
Sevilla was the grandest hotel in Havana 
when it was built in 1908. It was the winter 
playground for the American mafia. (There 
was no Las Vegas then). On the walls were 
black-and-white framed photographs of Al 


Capone and all the other gangsters, together An American fighter plane captured in 1959 rebellion 


- with showsgirls in feathers. Upstairs, the rooms 
were large and the windows very high up, as 
you might see at an old elementary school. The 
hotel was 10 stories high. 

On the rooftop was an aviary where the hotel 
guests ate. It was not intended as an aviary. 
It had originally been a giant glass palace up 
there. But with the broken windows and all, 
the birds flew in and out now, often landing on 
your table in the hopes you wouldn’t shoo them 
away. I recall big black crows with sharp beaks 
and beady eyes looking at my food. Meanwhile, 
during the meal musicians played salsa music. 
Looking out and down, the historic rooftops, 
domes and steeples were gorgeous and filthy as 
far as the eye could see. 

The hotel had plenty of help, but when a time 
came, in the middle of the night, that I woke up 
with mosquitoes biting me in bed, there was a 


spray that a cleaning lady had in her bag, but it 


was a local concoction of liquids, none of which 
were bug spray. There is no bug spray in Cuba, 
or at least there wasn’t in 2000. 

The people simply make do. How do you do 
without things such as soap, hair conditioners, 
coffee makers, crayons, deodorant, paint 
removers? I saw caps from old deodorant 
bottles used as game board players, aluminum 
soda cans made into coffee makers, spoons 
fashioned into bottle openers. 

And the people loved it all. I talked to lots of 
them on these streets, in bookstores, libraries, 
old beat up city buses, at outdoor cafes, in 
schools. They were well-fed, had good schools, 
free medical care, a leader who did not work in 
a palace but in an office like the rest of them. 
When I talked to them about their failure to

have democracy and their failure to even 
have newspapers that wrote about the issues 
of the day, they replied that when you face a 
country like the United States, you had to be of 
one mind and you had to pull together. During 
all these talks, in the background, always, you 
would hear Cuban Caribbean music playing 
somewhere, with people singing along and 
clapping and stamping their feet. (A few years 
later, I saw a movie called The Buena Vista 
Social Club, which was filmed in Havana. It 
brought back the entire experience | had 


A number of adventures I had stand out. 
Two blocks away from the Hotel Sevilla is 
the old Palace where Batista, the dictator 

lived. It is now a museum to the triumphs 

of 1959. On the front lawn are an American 

propeller fighter plane they captured, next 
to it is an enclosed black van with holes in 
the side adjacent to gold lettering that read 
HAVANA LAUNDRY SERVICE from a surprise © 
attack on the palace that failed and everybody 
died. There is the speedboat (now on a trailer) 
that Fidel used to come into Havana and an _ 
anti-aircraft gun that fired on some planes at 
sometime somewhere. 

One day I went to a baseball game in the main 
Havana stadium, which seated about 15,000 
people. I went with a friend from the group, 
our interpreter, and a young backpacker I had 
met who had come in via Mexico City. It was 
the Havana Metros vs. Granma. In the fourth 
inning, after some 12-year-old boys sold us an

The Sea, Iran & the Cloud 


The Deal with [ran Is Going to Happen, the Sea Rises & the Cloud Falls

bout a week ago, there was an alarming 

story in the media about the sea level rise 
in the northeast. Due to a variety of factors, 
including a change in the strength of the Gulf 
Stream, the northeast saw an unprecedented 
rise of nearly 4 inches in sea level between 
2009 and 2010. Why they waited until now to 
tell us this | don’t know, but they said it was 
an increase never before seen in the northeast. 
That was all they had to say about it. 

I looked into this because it seemed so 
alarming. Was it continuing? Tell us more? In 
fact, it turns out to have been just a one year 
spike, so it is true as the prophet with the 
beard and the billboard on the street says that 
the world is coming to an end, but it won’t be 
quite that soon. The sea level settled down to 
more moderate levels of increase after 2010. It 
turns out if you look at the trend, it is pretty 
much related to the ice beginning to melt in 
the polar regions 40 years ago. But it’s not four 
inches a year. 

I bought my house on Three Mile Harbor 
Road overlooking the harbor in 1975. Between 
that date and this, the sea level has risen a 
startling 7.8 inches. But that is over 40 years. 


In the next 40, if it rises a similar amount, this 
sea level will be 15.6 inches above where it was 
in 1975. 

I can absolutely see the 7.8-inch rise right 
out my living room window. I live on a cove 
off Three Mile Harbor, and when | bought this 
house a small wetland peninsula stuck way out, 
almost to the buoys you see to the left in the 
picture accompanying this story. It was a good 
place for clamming. 

That peninsula is almost entirely gone now. It 
hardly sticks out at all as you can see. 

In 2005, the Town of East Hampton bought 
a tiny five-acre treeless sand island in this 
harbor up near the jetties. There was a house 
on it. It was called Dayton Island. The Town 
paid the owners $3.8 million to “save” it back 
then, an amount many people criticized as way 
too much for it. Today the house is gone. The 
island’s just a hump of sand, about 3/4 the size 
of what it was. I expect it will be gone within the 
next generation. 

One foot, 3.6 inches over 80 years is quite a 
rise. It will be pretty catastrophic then. Given 
the rise and fall of the tides, sometimes quite 
severe, we'll have to have sea walls of dunes or 
we'll have severe flooding. I'll be okay a while. 
My house is 17 feet up on the side of a hill. It’s

not going to get me until next century. 

Getting to the house might not be so easy, 
however. But that’s another matter. | suppose 
we'll use boats. 


NEGOTIATIONS WITH IRAN 

As I am sure you know, the U.S. is in deep 
discussions with Iran about their nuclear 
program and our resulting economic sanctions. 
They signed a protocol in April, which everyone 
seemed very happy about (except the Israelis, 
who don’t want us to have anything to do 
with Iran), and the diplomats are now moving 
forward to creating an actual treaty, which they 
hope to sign by the end of June. 

These negotiations can fail, of course. But 
I can assure you that they will not. Trust me. 
As with many people, | have a house in the 
Hamptons and an apartment in New York City. 
My wife and | are five days in the Hamptons, 
two days in New York. 

Our apartment, which we’vebeeninfor l5 years, 
is on the Upper East Side on one of the fancier 
streets, and, as it happens, our 14-story building 
is right next door to a four-story brownstone 
that is the residence of the Iranian Ambassador 
to the United Nations. There’s no flags out front 
indicating this fact, and (Cont'd on next page) 
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there is nothing that says “Iran” anywhere. But 
our doormen years ago informed us who lived 
there, and there is sometimes a black limousine 
out front with diplomatic plates in the no 
parking zone. 

Anyway, | often walk our dog by this building 
when Iam in New York. And since April, there has 
been all sorts of activity on the sidewalk in front 
of this residence. Police officers have guarded 
it day and night. On certain days there’s been 
lines of black SUVs and police cars parked the 
whole length of the block. Caravans of officials 
come and go, with police cars with their lights 
flashing in front and behind. Bodyguards in 
black suits, sunglasses and earpieces are at 
the front entrance with hands folded in front 
of them, eyeballing everybody who goes by,

for $3, asked if we could take their picture and 
whether they could get any food for us from the 
vendor (hot dogs, soda), my backpacker friend, 
Jerry Brown, discovered that upon leaving, one 
of the 12-year-olds had left with his backpack. 
There were only two things in it: A paperback 
book he was reading and a journal, handwritten, 
of the last 45 days of his travels. “That, I want 
back,” he said. And he got up and told an usher 
about it. The usher led him to a policeman who 
he told about it. 

Our desire to see the rest of the game ened 
after that, and so we left, only to see a group of 
people on the sidewalk just outside the entrance 
to the stadium. It consisted of two 12-year-olds, 
three police officers and two women, one of 
whom was crying hysterically. Next to them 


- were two police cars and a military troop 


carrier with a canvas covered back. As we came 


_ over another police car arrived. 


“It’s about your backpack,” our interpreter 
said. “The crying woman is saying it’s the worst 
thing that’s ever happened to her in her life and 
her boy is bringing shame to her family.” 

The boy next to her, who she was holding by 
the shoulder, was looking at his shoes. 

The police invited everybody into the back of 
the troop carrier, including us, and off we rattled 
to anearby police station. A whole investigation, 
including a conclusion, transpired at that police 
station. Brown filled out forms, with the help 
of the interpreter. The boys were taken into 
an interrogation room for a talking to. I sat on 
a bench. At one point, I was told the arresting 
officer was having difficulty understanding the 
words “travel diary.” As it happened, I had a 
shoulder bag with mine in it. So I gave it to the 
officer at the desk. He looked at it, nodded, 
and then put the palm of his hand over it. He 
was not giving it back. Ten minutes later, the 
officer asked Brown to sign his name on a piece 
of paper so they could see if it matched the 
handwriting in his diary. They were looking 
around for paper. I had a brainstorm. I told 
them to sign one of the blank pages of my diary. 
So they took my diary off the desk, did that, and 
with that, I got it back. 

In the end, after much more paperwork, the 
mother took the boy home. And we left too, in a 
1955 Buick Roadmaster taxicab. I don’t believe 
that boy would be hanging around with that 
crowd again anytime soon.. 

I went by myself to the Hotel Nacional, high 
on the hill, for tea one afternoon. There were 
still rich people in town who go for tea. Maybe 
tourists, | don’t know. Apparently Castro 
tolerated it. 

We went to a weather station on a mountaintop 
outside of Havana where, three months earlier, 
the weather station had run out of the kind 
of paper their machines needed to keep the 
weather data, and they couldn’t get more. But

high-speed ferry ride to Port Jefferson. From 
there, Hampton Jitney buses take them further 
east to Southampton, Sag Harbor and East 
Hampton. On the very first day of operation, 
there were over 50 reservations of Hamptons- 
bound travelers. 

The commitment to providing hands-on 
quality control goes all the way to the top, 
Lynch explains. 

“My brother, Geoff, the President of Hampton 
Jitney, drove one of the buses today out to 
East Hampton. I saw Jeff as he came through 
Southampton.” 

It took no less than three different entities 
to make the Sea Jitney a reality—the Hampton 
Jitney, Seastreak, and the Bridgeport/Port 
Jefferson Steamboat Company. “The original 
idea came from Seastreak Ferry. They reached 
out to us. The Village of Port Jefferson 
was involved from the start and they were 
incredibly helpful.” Lynch took the idea into 
a management meeting at Hampton Jitney, 
where it was met with enthusiasm. “It just 
made sense to look at the possibilities.” 
The Lynchs worked with Bridgeport-Port 
Jefferson Ferry General Manager Fred Hall, and 
Seastreak President Jim Barker, to combine 
Seastreak’s ferry service from New Jersey 
to New York, the Bridgeport-Port Jefferson 
connection and the Hampton Jitney to create 
the Sea Jitney, which will run on weekends 
throughout the season. 

A trip on the Sea Jitney will run from $30 to 
$50, including free passage for any little ones 
under the age of 2. Bring your bike along for an 
additional $10. 

It takes about 2 hours to sail from the New 
York to Port Jefferson, and a little more than 
an hour more to get out to the Hamptons, so 
plan on your entire trip taking about 3 and a 
half hours. 

If you’re starting your trip from New Jersey, 
plan on a little extra time on the ferry, about 
3 hours from Highland, NJ to Port Jefferson, 
but you can move freely around the boat and 
watch the waves, which is definitely a nicer 
view than you'd have on the LIE, staring at 
the rear bumper of the car in front of you. If 
you’re Hamptons-bound from Connecticut, the 
Sea Jitney will save you the inconvenience of

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SoFo Presents First Climate Change Forum & Benefit

he South Fork Natural History Museum 

(SoFo), a state-of-the-art facility nestled 
within the Long Pond Greenbelt system in 
Bridgehampton, will hold its first annual 
Climate Change Forum & Benefit, “Climate 
Change: What it Means for the East End,” on 
June 6, from 5 p.m.-7 p.m. The event’s panel 
will feature seven renowned environmental 
leaders, including Dr. Robert Stein, Peter Boyd, 
environmental activists Michael Gerrard, Carl 
Safina, and Jack Rivkin, as well as Assemblymen 
Fred Thiele and Steven Englebright. 

The forum will focus on creative solutions 
relating to global climate change impacts on 
the East End’s marine environment, mitigation 
(reducing greenhouse gas emissions) and 
adaptation. “We are hoping that attendees will 
become aware that climate change has potential 
damaging effects on our health, ecosystems, 
property and economy,” says Frank Quevedo, 
Executive Director of the museum. “This 
event will inform attendees—based on expert 
opinions—how we can adapt and deal with 
climate change challenges. Now is the time to 
address. these challenges before it’s too late. 
SoFo is very excited to host this groundbreaking 
event focusing on the important topic of climate 
change,” Quevedo says. 

“Sea level rise and intensified storms give us 
with houses in our area cause for pause,” says 
Quevedo.

It offers a diversity of natural habitats such as 
the Atlantic Ocean, Peconic Estuary, Coastal 
Plain Ponds, Vernal Ponds, Oak Forests, Pine 
Barrens and Grasslands. All of these habitats 
have their own unique communities resulting 
in an abundance of varied wildlife.” With a focus 
on the future of Long Island’s natural habitat, 
the funds from the first Annual Climate Change 
Forum & Benefit will support new climate 
change programming that SoFo will launch 
this fall. 

Currently the South Fork Natural History 
Museum provides a range of educational 
programs including nature walks and events 
for all ages.

We sunbathed in a huge park outside Havana 
with lots of local families who were having 
picnics there. There was a river where we swam 
with the others, lots of flowers and birds and 
greenery. I thought it looked like a Walt Disney 
park. But everyone was enjoying themselves 
immensely. And the music played. 

One afternoon, tens of thousands of people, 
mostly farmers in the backs: of trucks, came into 
the center of Havana to demonstrate in front of 
the Swiss Embassy where there were a small 
group of American diplomats, together with 
about 20 American marines to protect them, 
who ran the “American Interests” office. 

We were off at the baseball game when 
the demonstration took place, so we missed 
the two-hour harangue against America that 


Castro gave to his people there in front of 
that embassy. It was about 6-year-old Elian 
Gonzales, who had escaped with his mother to 
Florida but she had died on the wayand he had 
made it. The Cubans in Florida now had Elian, 
and they weren’t giving him back to his father. 
We were later told that the farmers came from 
all around Cuba because they were paid for the 
day to come, and also because there was lots to 
eat and drink. 

On another day, we were at that Swiss mission 
and I saw on a bulletin board a poster inviting 
families of the American Marines to a barbecue 
and softball game at their barracks out of 
town. I wanted very much to go, wrangled an 
invitation to it from the captain there, but in the 
end, never went. 
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The highlight of this trip, for me, anyway, was 
the visit to the home of the late Antonio Nunez 
Jimenez. It was a modest home on a quarter 
acre in downtown Havana that was now a 
museum to the exploits of this important man. 

It was not just Fidel Castro who came down 
from the mountains. It was three leaders—Fidel 
Castro, who was 33, Che Guevara, 31, and Dr. 
Jimenez, who at that time was the intellectual 
leader of the revolution and 36. 

The home was filled with his books and 
writings and every award he had ever received 
and every nametag from every meeting of the 
Communist Parties around the world he had 
ever attended. He saved everything. He was a 
packrat. 

On a porch, there was a 25-foot-long carved- 
out mahogany canoe that Jimenez and a 
photographer had paddled with some South 
American natives from the headwaters of the 
Amazon River out into the Caribbean in 1980, 
when Jimenez was 57. The photographer who 
had been on this trip with Jimenez was present 
that day at the house and told us about this 
three-month-long journey. It was a goodwill trip. 
And when it ended, they rowed up alongside the 
string of Caribbean islands and made landfall 
at Puerto Rico, the American possession, or 
tried to. According to the photographer, the 
word from the Puerto Rican mainland was that 
everyone was welcome to land “except the two 
Cubans.” So they paddled on and finally landed 
somewhere else. 

My favorite thing at this home, however, was 
a golf scorecard that Jimenez had kept. It was 
from a game the three of them played, with an 
American, at a golf course owned by the IBM 
Corporation, just outside of Havana. 

There had been a time, between when the 
rebels came down from the mountain and 
Castro began to talk to the Soviets, that it 
seemed like this new regime in Cuba might 
make friends with America. And so, during this 
interval, which lasted about ten months, there 
came a time when IBM executives invited Fidel 
and Che and Antonio to play a game of golf. 

Nearby to this golf scorecard was an IBM 
company monthly magazine that was published 
after the game. A page inside showed a photo 
of the foursome all friendly like, standing on the 
green holding their clubs for the camera. 

The IBM man, in his tie and jacket, is holding 
the grip of his club the special way that golfers 
do, with one hand overlinked by one finger 
with the other hand. The three others, all in 
their military uniforms, held their clubs like 
baseball bats. 

Apparently, the Cubans never had played 
the game before, ever. They knew nothing of 
mulligans or do-overs. They counted every 
shot. Here were the results, in pencil, right 
there on the card displayed under the glass 
of the museum case. John Miller of IBM, 92. 
Fidel Castro, 138. Antonio Nufiez, 158. Che 
Guevara, 122. 

It’s been two generations since the 
American government announced the embargo 
against this tiny nation. I can understand 
why they did it, although punishing the people 
to get them to throw out their new leaders 
is a pretty bad idea in my opinion. It’s long 
since time it was ended. And now, as the 
two countries come near to establishing full 
diplomatic relations, it has. @&

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Thinking of Letting a Family Member Stay at Your Hamptons Estate’? 


Ss summer rental season in the Hamptons moves into high gear with 
Memorial Day weekend in the rear-view mirror, a question | was asked 
seems particularly timely. 

“My nephew just graduated from college, and when | asked him what he 
would like for graduation he replied that he'd really love it if ne could stay at my 
Hamptons house until my tenants come the first weekend of July. While I'd love 
to say yes, I'm worried that he may get too comfortable and will never leave, as 
he hasn't even started to interview for his first job. How can | be sure that he will 
leave before the tenants arrive?” 

The answer depends on two important factors. First, do you need the money 
from your summer rental? Second, is your nephew actually your legal nephew? 

If you are counting on rental income to Support your property, you cannot let 
your nephew stay at your place, even for the weekend. If you need that money 
to pay your bills and your nephew doesn’t leave, your act of letting him stay will 
jeopardize your livelinood. Remember that your creditors do not care about your 
family. Be responsible first and take care of your obligations—your nephew is 
not your creditors’ problem. 

Now, if you don’t need the money but merely want the money (meaning that 
you don't rely upon the funds to pay your bills), let’s discuss what may happen if 
your nephew just won't leave. For starters, just assume that your nephew isn’t a 
egal nephew at all and is instead just your good friena’s child whom you call your 
“nephew” —so he will be treated as an ordinary individual using your property. In 
that situation, what happens when a tenanvlicensee just won't leave? 

First, do you have a written lease? If you do and you act promptly after the 
tenant holds over, you will have to file a petition in your local village/town court 
and get what is called a Warrant of Eviction in order to get him out by way of a 
court action called a Summary proceeding. Then, you will have to wait until the 
sheriff is good and ready to pull him out by his ear, which in the end can take 
several months and cost a lot of money, including court fees, attorneys’ fees, 
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sheriff fees and moving company fees to remove his personal belongings. 

If you don't act immediately with that petition, then you will have to mail him 
what is called a 30 Day Notice to Quit to first terminate his tenancy before you 
start with the petition, which will tack on at least an additional month to get him 
out. Failure to act quickly at the end of the term of a written rental agreement 
automatically converts that term rental into a month-to-month tenancy, which 
needs to be ended prior to starting the eviction proceeding. So, either way it will 
take a while. 

On the other hand, if you are trying to evict a true family member and you resort 
to asummary proceeding, it will likely be dismissed by the court. Instead, you will 
end-up in a prolonged action, called an Ejectment Proceeding in the Supreme 
Court. Those months to get a non-family member out may become years In an 
Ejectment Proceeding, which is a much more complex and costly proceeding. 

The reason you will need to go the ejectment route is that you generally can’t 
evict a family member in a Summary fashion. This is because a family member's 
right to use the property stems from a true family relationship and not from mere 
permission to use the property—this is why you want to let your nephew stay 
in your home in the first place, and courts know this fact. You can avoid this 
problem by getting a written lease, granting exclusive possession and collecting 
rent from your nephew. As a result, it will become clear to the court that you 
are not just helping a family member, but are instead renting him your property. 

So, you can let him stay if you don’t need the money from the rental 
to pay your bills. However, its never easy to get a tenant to leave who 
doesn’t want to go, and its impermissible to simply lock him out. To 
mitigate your exposure, use a written lease and have him pay rent. But 
remember, no good deed goes unpunished. Perhaps you should get him a 
smartwatch instead.

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Pamela Glazer Architect: 
Green Is Beautiful

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rchitecture is a field dominated by men. As a matter of fact, Southampton- 

based architect Pamela Glazer was one of only six women in a class 

of 121 when she studied architecture at the University of Maryland. 
This makes it all the more impressive that Glazer has risen to prominence 
as one of the East End’s most sought-after architects. She is known for her 
impeccable aesthetic with a focus on ecologically sound buildings. Glazer’s 
work is characterized by clean lines and a bold use of color. LEED certified and 
a member of Long Island Green, Glazer builds environmental responsibility into 
all her work. 
Glazer begins with a visit to your Hamptons home, where she takes in 
how you and your family live—simple things, like setting a table, doing the 
laundry, how you arrange yourself to watch television or to listen to music. 
Glazer knows how important it is for your family to be comfortable and 
at ease. 
We spoke with Glazer to find out more about her background and her earth- 
friendly designs. 


What is it about 
particularly appealing? 

It's not a particular architecture in the Hamptons that appeals to me, but the 
special light and views that give inspiration to design. There is a unique sea level 
elevation that projects out into the Atlantic Ocean 110 miles and gives us full light 
from sunrise to sunset. Almost every site has a special view to focus on, whether

it inspires great architecture whether it's classic or modern or somewhere 
in between, 


Tell us about the latest in green design and what works for Hamptons 
builders and homeowners right now? 

The most important green design element is proper orientation of the house 
on the property. My pet peeve is a poorly sited house. | cannot stand it when 
a house does not address the property it sits on. So often a house ignores 
the view, the sun and the neighbors. At no additional cost to the owner or the 
builder, the siting of the house is the single most important green design element 
that we can utilize. Orient the house to insure plenty of use of sun while providing 
protection from the cold and damaging north winds during the winter months. 
n the summer months, the hot sun can be controlled with louvers, trellises or 
overhangs to provide comfortable conditions inside and out. 


Are there differences in the way green concepts are used in larger 
homes as compared to smaller homes? 

The same green concepts are offered for small and large homes—solar 
electric, geothermal heating and cooling. There seems to be a trend to reduce 
the footprint of the house.

There are other 
environmental considerations that don’t have anything to do with the house. | 
prefer to see less lawn and more natural vegetation especially for waterfront 
oroperty. | say this because weed killers and insecticides used to maintain grass 
go into the soil and overtime leach into the water table, and eventually into the 
drinking water, as well as into our beautiful local bays and creeks. | think we 
should all strive to address universal environmental concerns in addition to our 
own personal concerns. The first step and way that we can all contribute to this 
is to evaluate Our Own personal Spaces, determine what we really need and take 
steps to conserve the earth we all share. 


What’s your most memorable eco amenity? 

The most memorable amenity would have to be a swimming pool system that 
required no chemicals at all. It was the first one on the East Coast. The designer 
of the system came from California to build it using ozone and copper. The pool 
water was cleaner than bottled water. 


Have you always had an interest in architecture? 

Growing up | was interested in studio art, but having a practical mother, | had 
to be employable after graduation. | excelled in math so | applied to architecture 
school. On a school trio to New York, | fell in love with the city and decided to 
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move there after graduation. My first housing experience was low income, multi- 
unit buildings in the most impoverished neighborhoods. | think this taught me 
how to understand the absolute essentials required to make a home. 


What architectural trends do you see taking shape this summer? 

The biggest trend for this summer will be the fire pit because it Is accessible 
to everyone. They can be handmade or purchased: gas- or wood-tueled. Also, 
the outside living area is popular with modern houses that have entire walls of 
operable glass, which beautifully integrates the inside and outside spaces when 
desired. 


What are your favorite design details? 

| am a bath person, so | like to project the bathtub area out past the outside 
wall so that there is glass on three sides of the freestanding tub. It makes the 
most sense when there is a view, and you feel like you are bathing outside in 
the sun or in the snow. 


What should people keep in mind when beginning a big project? 
People should keep in mind that the house is for them and how they live, not 
how their friends or neighbors live. 


What are some of your most memorable projects? 

The Cowfish Restaurant outside bar on the Shinnecock Canal. Designing a 
“nonbuilding” on the water, which has to withstand hurricane winds, provided 
a novel situation. There were no walls to provide lateral Support and the bar 
needed to be locked up and watertight, as well as being fun. 

Also, my own house in Shinnecock Hills. This was an opportunity to design in 
the elements that were exciting to me and to incorporate old building parts that | 
have collected over the years. When it was finished, it had every feeling | wanted 
in my home.

' kind of variations on a theme 
in green, it comes across in 
the cropped cover version as more angled than 
in the full painting. In the full version, a light 
pink-streaked blue sky imitates in form the 
triangular mass of vines that zigzag back toward 
a triangular mass of trees and the horizon 
line. On the cover, however, the concentrated 
vines assume more importance, and the more 
dominant greens ironically suggest a not- 
unwelcome spring scene. Because “Eastern 
Vines” was done early in Mantell’s restarted 
artistic career in 2007, and seems so different 
in style, subject matter, technique and mood 
from “Snack Time,” it prompted a question 
about what telltale signs might nonetheless 
be detected in the earlier work. The answer 
was “vintage” (pun intended) Mantell: “In this 
case, the only sign would be the signature... 
hopefully, I’ve developed like a fine wine.” 


Your plein air work seems to get more 
impressionistic with time, showing separate 
brushstrokes that define leaves and shadows. 
You also seem to like green, and use various 
_ hues to create sunny, upbeat scenes. Not to 
suggest that dim or gloomy is the way to go, 
but have you ever, as they say, depicted the 
world as through a glass darkly? 

I did a lot of vineyard scenes when | started 
because I saw that they sold—people like 
them. I still do vineyards but also minimalist 
abstracts. I do have a dark side, but I’m not 
putting it out there. Yes, I have been getting 
. more impressionistic with the landscapes, but | 
love every area of art. 


Do you use Photoshop to capture first images? 

I tend not to, and certainly not in “Eastern 
Vines,” which is totally en plein air. | spend a 
whole day with a scene, and at the end of the 
day, it is what it is, no manipulation, which, 
for me, would screw up the essence of the 
work, the spontaneity. “Eastern Vines” is kind 
of foggy because that’s what I saw. I get into 
my groove around 2 p.m. and will often start 
switching brushes from one hand to the other, 
finding my way. Much of that discovery is feel 
when | find myself putting paint down. with 
more force. Although I know where I went to 
do “Eastern Vines,” the exact location doesn’t 
matter. What I see, | lay in first, initial strokes 
that set the value or tone of the painting to 
come. As for greens, | love viridian green, it 
has good body, and sap green, which is more 
translucent, deeper, darker, and guides me to lay 
_ down the darks. 


In 2013 you were invited to join Plein Air 
Peconic. What contributions to art and artists 
do you think such a group makes? 

Plein Air Peconic, now in its 10th year, is 
affiliated with the Peconic Land Trust, an 


organization devoted’ to 
conservation. The mission of 
the trust expresses the same 
regard for land and nature 
that attracted the abstract 
expressionists who came out 
here in the middle of the last 
century. Regardless of artistic 
style, all artists share this vision 
of conserving and preserving 
the land. ['m pleased to be 
representing the North Fork as 
a member of Plein Air Peconic.

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Surfeasting: A Great Catch in Montauk

dy et ready for another season of surfcasting on 
the beautiful shores of the East End. 

Surfcasting, or “surf fishing,” is the sport of fishing 
as you wade in the water from the shore. “We’re 
blessed here on Long Island. There is so much 
opportunity for surfcasting,” says Bill Wetzel, a 
licensed surfcasting guide who operates primarily 
out of Montauk. “It’s the surfcasting capital 
of the world.” 

While surfcasting may seem simple, there’s actually 
plenty to learn about the sport. Knowing some basic 
do’s and don’ts could mean the difference between 
catching a fish and coming up empty-handed. Luckily, 
expert Bill Wetzel has offered us his expertise. 

The first thing to keep in mind about surfcasting, 
Wetzel reminds us, is that there are many different 
types. You may picture yourself standing on the 
glistening shores of Montauk in the summer sun, but 
this is only one way to surf fish. In addition to sand 
beaches, jetties and marshes are also prime locations 
for surfcasting. No matter where you choose to 
fish, however, get familiar with the location before 
casting your rod. Some beaches will be much more 
accessible than others. 

Once you've decided on a location, you’re also 
going to have to know how to “read the water.” At 
low tide, survey the water for how the current moves 
and what’s beneath the surface. Deeper areas with 
more shells will provide you with more fish. 

Equally as important as knowing where you're 
- fishing is knowing what you're fishing: striped bass. 
Because striped bass are nocturnal feeders, “your 
prime time to fish will be between 1 and 3 a.m.,” 
Wetzel advises. “Stripers are cold blooded, and 
because their body temperature equalizes with the 


water temperature, they don’t like those hot daytime 
temperatures of the water.” 

Fishing during the daytime won’t be impossible, 
however, especially if you’re out during the spring 
months. Between May and June, you'll do well during 
the daytime, but the fish will be smaller. You won’t 
catch the legendary 50-pounder, and “that’s the big 
one,” says Wetzel. 

It’s the summer months, July and August, when 
you'll really see a decline in your catch rate during 
the day. “August water temperatures reach mid-70s, 
so that time of year you have to fish at night.” If 
you're looking to catch striped bass during these 
months, you'll need to be standing on the jetties 
in the middle of the night, getting beat up by the 
waves: a much different type of surf fishing, but fun 
nonetheless. 

As for equipment, you’ll need a decent rod and 
reel, lures, buck pails, waders, and a rain top. “I 
always recommend a decent set-up,” Wetzel says. 
“You’re looking to spend about 500 bucks, and 
that’s just to get started. You can certainly find less 
expensive equipment, but you’re not going to catch 
anything and you’ll get frustrated.” You'll be able to 
find all of your equipment at any local bait and tackle 
stores. “Ask them questions,” Wetzel encourages, 
“they’re really helpful.” 

Even with the help of tackle shops, this may all 
sound a little overwhelming, especially for beginners. 
If so, licensed guides like Bill Wetzel are here to help. 
“I’ve been guiding for over 15 years and will take 
anyone out. For complete beginners, we'll go over 
everything, including winds, tides, and migrations. 
I will even take people out who can go hardcore.” 
Wetzel can guide anywhere on the East End and 
equipment is provided. 

Wetzel also offers a subscription-based service,

Gateway’s “Rock of Ages” Is Blectrifying

B ringing summer back to Bellport with a bang 
and lots of big hair is Rock of Ages—a stunner 
of a production! From beginning to end, this musical 
will have you singing and clapping along with over 25 
of the best songs that rocked the ’80s. 

The show is set in 1987 on LA’s infamous Sunset 
Strip, in the Bourbon Room bar. Genson Blimline, 
a native Long Islander fresh off Broadway’s run of 
Rock of Ages, reprises his role of Lonny Barnett for 
Gateway. Blimline is on point the entire performance 
with comedic timing that is uproarious and vocals 
worthy of a rock star. Lonny and Dennis Dupree 
(played by Justin Colombo) are side-splittingly 
funny, and had the audience roaring during their 
duet “Can’t Fight This Feeling.” 

We meet Drew Boley, a busboy at the Bourbon 
Room from South Detroit who dreams of becoming 
a rock star, and Sherrie Christian, a small-town girl 
from Kansas who aspires to be a famous actress. 
Drew, played by the adorable and talented Anthony 
Festa, falls instantly for the pretty blonde, played by 
powerhouse Emily Behny.

In “I Wanna Rock” you can feel his 
passion for music in each note, and in “I’ve Been 
Waiting for a Girl” we can feel him falling hard 
for Sherrie.

She brings the house down 
with “We’re Not Gonna Take It” 
and she handles the German 
builder’s son Franz— played 
by a hysterical Michael Lorz— 
exceedingly well and in the end, 
helps save the Sunset Strip. 
Keep an eye on these two— 
they’re show stealers!

money and help save the Sunset Drew in Rock Of Ages 
Strip, Dupree hatches the idea to 

invite (blackmail) rock star Stacee Jaxx to perform 
his last show with the group Arsenal before they 
disband.

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Out of the Burger Joint and Into the World

he jam session at Bay Burger in Sag Harbor has 

become a mainstay on the music scene, with 
its Thursday Night Live band inviting musicians 
from near and far to join them on the Oriental rug 
rolled out in the corner of the restaurant. The bar is 
high: this is no open-mic night. This is a core group 
of professional musicians, and if you want to get 
up there with your instrument, you best know how 
to play. 

This core group, which started with drummer 
Claes Brondal and an idea, has become a trio: 
Peter Weiss on bass, Wayne Sabella on keyboard 
and Brondal. 

“There’s no jam session without the house band,” 
says Brondal. “Since the conception of the jam, | 
knew there had to be a house band to provide a 
consistent backing for whoever wanted to come 
down and play.” 


The Thursday Night Live Band is 
headed out into the world to kick off 
Jazz en Plein Air at the Parrish Art 
Museum in Water Mill on May 29. 


The house band evolved organically, from the 
musicians who were committed to showing up and 
the ones whose musical styles inspired one another 
and gelled together. As a result, these three have a 
great dynamic, with a healthy balance of structure 
and freedom. 

“Often bands get together in the jazz world,” says

“All three of these musicians have helped 

to propel the jam session to where it is 


Brondal, “and they play concerts without rehearsing 
a whole lot. People can’t afford to rehearse. The 
strength of a band used to be that they played a lot 
and toured a lot and became like family. But there 


are a lot of guns for hire now.” 

The nice thing about the jam session, he explains, 
is that these three have a weekly commitment to 
each other, and there’s no pressure. In some 
ways, it’s like an open practice session where 
they can explore musically. And that’s a lot of 
fun to watch. 

“The jam session is a weekly gig,” says 
Brondal, “playing hundreds of concerts 
together, and we’ve developed a very tight 
band that’s unusual. We become so confident 
in what we do that we take it out and about. 
We feel we have something to say.” 

That’s why the Thursday Night Live 
Band is headed out into the world to 
kick off the Jazz en Plein Air series 
at the Parrish Art Museum in Water 
Mill on Friday, May 29. This series 
was organized by Richard Siegler and 
features world-class musicians on the 
last Friday of each month tip 
the summer. 

“I wanted to acknowledge. the 
contribution that Claes and John 
[Landes] have made to the jazz 
scene out here,” says Siegler. 

The evening will be a showcase 
of the jam session, which means 
it will reflect the experience an 
audience would get at Bay Burger 
on a Thursday evening. There will

Eleanor Lerman’s odd, 
compelling novel Radiomen, 
published by Sag Harbor’s The 
Permanent Press, can lay claim 
to showing its author’s skill as 
a poet. Especially in its bleak 
descriptions of abandoned 
stretches of Rockaway Beach 
and industrial Queens—empty 
lots, old summer bungalows in 
ruin, the “remnants of building 
foundations looking like jagged concrete teeth rising 
out of the sandy soil.” Lerman knows how to create 
original similes that effectively convey the ominous 
and depressed mood of this strange but absorbing 
tale. “One by one, like nails being pulled from a great, 
dark wall, dawn was beginning to remove the stars 
from the sky.”

Though the narrative proves engaging— 
Lerman knows how to set up suspense—it’s the 
unconventional subject matter that proves most 
intriguing. Radiomen brings together an unlikely 
assortment of people and situations—a skeptical 
talk radio host, a series of dogs who seem human, 
shadowy presences that may be aliens, a malevolent 
psychic, hitmen, a West African professor of French 
literature—all seen through the eyes of the middle- 
aged narrator, Laurie Perzin, who bartends the night 
shift at Kennedy Airport. Laurie, who had a lonely 
childhood and then a rootless hippie life, is aimless, 
uncommitted: “if there was anything I was really 
good at, it was finding ways to avoid what I didn’t 
want to think about.” Still, she’s sharply observant, 
reliable and sensitive to the plight of others. 

Half bombed on wine one night, she calls in to 
a radio show. The program host’s mission is to 
debunk the supernatural. A psychic is on, Ravenette, 
who seems to know that Laurie will call in. Hard- 
nosed, independent, indifferent to potential danger, 
Laurie nonetheless is curious enough to meet with 
Ravenette, who turns out to be a key player in a 
cult called Blue Awareness, a group that traces 
mankind’s beginning to an ancient alien race that 
evolved into Dogon culture (in what is now Mali). 
The cult founder, now dead, left his mantle to his 
son, a Jim Jones kind of character who brainwashes 
acolytes into promoting and protecting the cult, by 
all means. The Blues say they are superior beings, 
chosen by the ghosts of the ancient culture to 
channel future mankind. 

It seems that Laurie’s uncle Avi, long dead, was 


a genius electrical engineer who taught his young 
niece a bit about radio technology. One night, 
when Laurie was six and living on the Rockaway 
Peninsula, Avi was working on getting signals from 
other ham operators and picked up an odd trace. 
He left Laurie for a few moments to go to the roof 
to adjust an antenna. In his absence, Laurie thinks 
she may have seen a shadowy, faceless presence 
come near the radio and fiddle with the dials. How 
could that be? The “radioman” must have been a 
dream. When Avi comes back, he asks Laurie if she 
moved the dials. She says no, but mentions nothing 
about the shadowy figure. This memory or dream or 
hallucination haunts Laurie and it comes back with 
a vengeance after she meets Ravenette. The psychic 
tells Laurie that an engram, a false memory, has 
stayed with her all her life and must be purged in 
order for her to move ahead.

Novel About Aliens, Questioning Reality 


To confuse matters even further, an African 
neighbor whom Laurie befriends comes to thank 
her, by way of giving her a rare breed of dog—an 
animal that traces its ancestry to the Dogon culture. 
The dog will be one of several who mysteriously 
appear to protect Laurie. Could it be that there 
really are beings from another time, another place? 
And could it also be that they want to return whence 
they came, rather than instruct the Blues? In any 
case, the Blues become increasingly menacing the 
more Laurie tries to figure out what happened that 
night long ago in Rockaway. A tough, self-aware 
rationalist, Laurie finds herself straddling the worlds 
of the psychological and the paranormal. Radiomen 
may be science fiction, but it’s hardly a predictable 
or typical example of the genre. It may well appeal to 
those who think they never would read such pop lit 
and enjoy it. @&

EPCOT, never did come to pass. Very few of us live 
in geodesic domes, few of us have traveled to outer 
space, and very few get around on monorails. As 
a result, Tomorrowland at the Magic Kingdom and 
EPCOT have come to be kind of ironic repositories 
of gee-whiz ’60s futurism. But what if, as the film 
Tomorrowland suggests, Disney’s vision DID come 
to pass, and we just aren’t able to see it? The film 
could serve to reboot the theme park without Disney 
having to change any Tomorrowland details at all. 
Those Disney folks are pretty sneaky. 


POLTERGEIST 

There are lots of reasons to NOT do a remake of 
Poltergeist. For starters, the 1982 original is a modern- 
day classic—how could it not be when it features the 
freaky Zelda May Rubinstein as the psychic medium 
Tangina Barrons (“Go into the light!”)? You’re not 
going to find another Zelda May. Then there’s a 
technical issue: in the original, the daughter first 
senses the presence of the poltergeists through 
the snow on the TV screen—that which you used 
to see if you turned on the TV in the middle of the 
night after the stations ended their broadcasts. Well, 
snow doesn’t appear any more with such regularity, 
so in the new film they have to settle for a wildly 
malfunctioning TV, which is a touch on the nose 
because it’s too obvious—you wouldn’t need any 
special clairvoyance to know something strange 
was happening if your TV was going that berserk. 
Then there’s the well-known Poltergeist curse—the 
unhappy fates that befell some of the actors in the 
original film. Look it up. I could go on. Apparently, 
the makers of the new Poltergeist feel that there’s a 
good reason to update the film to the present day 
and fill it with all of the horror gimmicks that have 
appeared since 1982. Will audiences agree? $3.

equipment—Reel Quiet Mowing uses their modest 
fee to pay for a dedicated, friendly service from two 
local women who do it all themselves. 

“It’s a different experience for the client,” Van Allen 
says. “There’s friendliness and we’re very intimate 
with their yard.” Clients love to come outside and 
chat with Woodward and Van Allen as the two 
happily beautify the yard.
